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Discussions on the Notice Mill. 


In the Senate, on the AGth instant, afer 
unimportant business, Mr. Crittenden spoke 
two hours on the question of “ notice.” 

When Mr, Crttzaden had concluded his 
remarks— 

Mr, Allen, agreeably to previous notice, 
moved t) lay on the table the resoluuons re- 
ported from the.committee on Foreign Rela- 
tions, and take up as a substitute the joint 
resolutions from tho House of Representa 
tives, which was acquiesced m without g 
division, and the Sonate proccoded to consid. 
er the IJouse resolutions, as flows: 

Rezo'ved by the Senate and House of Rep- 
resontitives of tre United Stites of America 
in Congress assembled, That the President 
of the United States cause notice to be given 
to the Government of Great Rritain that the 
convention between the United States of 
America and Great Britain, concerning the 
territory on the northwest coast of Anierica, 
west of the Stony mountains, of the Gth of 
Aust, 1827, signed at London, shall be añ- 
nulled an} abrozated twelve months after 
giving said notice. 

2, And be it farber reso’véd, That no- 
thing here'n contained is intended to inter. 

vre w'th the right and discretion of the pro- 
por au horit’es of the two contracting parties 
to renew or pursuc négotiations for an smi- 
cable settlement of the controversy respect- 
ing the Oregon territory.» 

Mr. Johnson, of Maryland, then mov- 
cl ns a substituto for the above resolutions 
of the House an amendment in the following 
words:

just title to that territory.”

Why choose that particular 
degree of latitude, oven going 20 minutely 
as to mention the minutes? Yes, sir,; we 
were determined to claim every acre, and 
we oven professed that we would in future 
grant to our citizens land co-oxtensive with 
the limits defined in the bill; and granting 
land is an act of sovereignty. Tt is the high- 
est act of sovereignty in regard to property. 
Thus tho senate does stand committed, as 
1 before said, to the whole extent of our title, 
in so many words, by degrecs and minutes 
of degrees 

The British left their limits undefined. 
They could under that law claim all, or 
more, from the Columbia river up to the 
Russian boundary, or up to the frozen 
ocean, and come down to the confines of the 
Missouri, There was nothing in the act to 
limit them. They were bounded only by 
the absence of political jurisdictiion. Not 
so Withus; we have done very differently ; 
we have, by metes and bounds, acting on the 
true American principle, marked out our 
boundary with accuracy, and set down our 
northern limit at 54 degress 40 minutes. 

Mr. Crittenden replied. I trust there 18 
at least one member of this body for whom 
I have a right to speak, and he happens to 
be one who 1s assailed by the senator from 
Ohio. Sir, I am content to learn from any 
body. 1 would even learn from a black- 
guard how to improve my manners, or from 
him who has the shghtest, flimsiest claim to

I ask by what warrant any senator dared 
to address the senate in that manner?

Tho House of Representatives rose to-day 
at an early hour. ‘Their session was princi. 
pally oceupied with the two important meas. 
ures which head this article. ‘They passed, 
without debate. 

Tho bill for extending the jurisdiction of 
the United States to Oregon, provides for the 
extension of the laws of Towa to this territo. 
ry—roserying to British subjects all the 
rights an {| jurisdiction which they may de. 
rive from the convention. It does not define 
the hous lary of Oregon, but legislates for 
the American citizens who dwell beyond the 
Rocky Mountains. It also extends our In. 
dian system, our post office aystem to that 
country, and provides for block houses and 
military authority to protect the erie 
from the United States who cross the Rocky 
Mouutains.

Washington, Apnl 17. 

The House went into committee of the 
Whole on the state of the Unfon as soon as 
the journals were read, and Mr. Chapman, 
of Alabama, being entitled tothe loar, spoke 
his hour against the bill and the substitute. 

Judge Douglass, of Iivois, followed Mr. 
C. in a very clear and forcible speech in fa- 
vor of the bill reported by the majority. He 
romarked that he was in fivor of this Lill oa. 
ly because he ‘had become satisfied that his 
own, forming a regular territorial govern- 
ment, and extending the boundaries up to 
54 AU, could not pass under the present state 
of feeling that existed in the House. That 
he was satisfied that it was due to our" chì- 
zens who emigrated to Oregen that the pro- 
tection of our laws should Le extended over 
them; and he believed that this could te 
accomplished by the bill reported by the 
majority of the committee of which he was 
chairman. He was morë willing to go 
for it, as there was nothing in it that even by 
implication could be tortured into any thing 
like an expression of willingness on our patt 
to surrcnder any portion of the territory to 
Great Britain south of the Russion line. He 
(Mr. D.) was interrupted by Mr. Holmes, 
of S, C., who congratulated him upon the 
moderation of his opinions upon the Oregon 
question, 80 far asto be willing to go for the 
bill reported by the majority. Mr. Doug- 
lags replied, if to go for that bill, on/y because 
his own could not be carried, was such a 
modification-as in the estimation of the gen 
tleman from 8.

London is the point of inter-communica+ 
tion between colonies which stretch almost 
from the North Polo—trom Canada to the 
Cape of Good Hope—and whieh. brings the 
indigo of India, and the wood of Australia, 
from the’ antipodes, to enrich the manufac.

action; and we may add also heat--fr, al- 
though philosophers discourse about the 
elements of hight and heat, we fink that it 
would puzzle the best of theni to prove the 
existence of either. They are said to exist 
in R latent condition, aud to be rendered 
free, or exhibited by collision, as by striking 
tho flint and steel togethar—but if such were 
the fact, we should have hight existing in a 
dark, and heat im a cold condition. But that 
these suppased elements do not so exist can 
bo proved by a simple experiment. A pistol 
snapped in an exhausted receiver will nei- 
ther produce light nor heat; showing that 
the presence of the atmosphere is necessary 
to their production, We beliove, and have 
inaintained for about fifteen years past, that 
the light of day is the effect of electrical or 
magnetic action upon the atmosphere and 
surface of the earth——that the heat of dey ix 
produced by the same process—that the sun 
is the great source of this action—and that, 
in fact, electricity, or magnetism, is the great 
agent, under Deity, by which the universe 1s 
contralled—that it gives to the planets their 
diurnal and annual motions—imparts to them 
light and heat—produces vegetation; &c. 
Various evporiments tend to justify these po 
sitions. Blectneity, thrown on an urtficial 
globe, produces both light and heat; and, in 
fact, this wonderful element possesses all the 
powers attributed by philycophers to the sun 
——u attracts, repels, produces rotary motion, 
and generates light and heat. 

Ta uccount far these phenomena, wo need 
not, therefore, resort to mammary elements, 
or adapt theories which are the mere coinage 
ot the bra, such as that advocated by Dr. 
Lordner about the nature of Light, and which 
he informed us is generally received as cor. 
reet by the philosophers of Europe—viz- 
that Hight i a fluid which floats around and 
eucompassos the body of the sun ; but whiah 
kindly leaves the cavities, or spots upon the 
sin, uncevered for our inspection. This 
theory 14 only a modification of that advan. 
ced by Sir John Herschell, which, though in. 
genious, cannot bear the test of common 
sense examination.

—there is no way uround them—no avoiding them, 
and each succeeding ono you fancy ws the dividing 
ndge of the range. How profound is the solitude of 
those old and far surrounding woods, which is only in- 
vaded by the dash of the mountain torrent, as it plunges 
downward to its more tranquil course in the distant 
valley. 

The sun had sunk to the horizon, and was arraying 
itself in a magnificent drapery of crimson colored 
clouds, as we emerged from the forest into a beautiful 
hitle glen, even upon the breast of snowy Mount Hood 
Here was the fountain-head of givers, and the foam- 
ing watera were rushing madly-@long, as if impatient 
to meet the embrace ofocean. Above our heady, the 
peak of the mountain towered sublimely: its enow glt- 
tering in the departing rays of the sunlight. . 

The day died slowly away, and our camp-fire was 
soon in a cheerful blaze, for the icy breath of the moun- 
tain came down‘upon us with euch a chilling effect, as 
to huddle us together within its comfortable vicinage, 
We could not but be impressed with the novelty of our 
atuation. Here we were beside an object that had 
been visible to us at least a hundred miles distant; an 
object of interest, for we knew that beyond it was our 
new home--the country of our adoption, and that 
when we reached it, our long atid wearsome journey 
would be, comparatively speaking, at an end.

IN CLACKAMUS COUNTY.

The resolution of Mr. D. Stewart, as 
amended by Mr. Taylor, and informally pass. 
ed by at the last meeting, was taken up, atid 
on motion of Mr. White, was amended. as 
follows: 

And that the proceeds of each town site 
be appropriated to the use of the inhabitants 
of said town for public schools and internal 
improvements in said town. 

. G. Stewart offered the following amend. 
ment to be inserted after town sites. 

“So far as they can do the same without 
interfering with private rights.” 

After some warm discussion, the meeting 
took a recess until 7 o'clock P. M,
